Any A m erican fam ily which could 
add up the w ages it received in 
1947 and get $2,920 for the total had 
earned a "m iddle income,” acco rd ­ 
ing to the way the federal reserve 
board has it figured out. 
T hat 
“middle 
incom e,” up 
$320 
from 1946, incidentally, m eans that 
half of all the 42 million U S. fam i­ 
lies m ade m ore than that while the 
other half m ade less. 
About 69 per c^nt or 28,980,000 
fam ilies 
had 
a 
joint 
income 
of 
$2,000 or m ore last year. 
By con­ 
trast, in the mid-1930s fewer than 
6 6 million fam ilies had incomes at 
th at level. 
But a dollar bought con­ 
siderably m ore then than it does 
now. 
Twenty-one out of each IOO fa m ­ 
ilies rated incom es above $5,000 in 
1947, while eight of that group got 
m ore than $7,500 a year. 
However, not all were in the top 
money. 
Of each IOO families 13 had 
incom es under $1,000 and another 18 
earned between $1,000 and $2,000 
But even m any of the well-to-do 
w ere 
unhappy 
about 
the 
whole 
thing. 
They felt that they were be 
coming 
worse off 
financially 
be 
cause of the high cost of living. 
According to the federal reserve 
board's sam ple survey, those p er­ 
sons who own their own business or 
m an ag e som ebody else s e arn the 
m ost money. 
Middle 
income for 
fam ilies headed by “a m an agerial 
or 
self-employed 
person” 
was 
$4,500. 
Next on the list were professional 
w orkers with a middle income of 
$4 000. 
Skilled 
and

w orkers followed with $3,090, clerks 
and salespeople with $2,900 and un­ 
skilled workers with $1,800.

G .ernor Earl Warren, governor 
of California, was nom inated to the

after Arizona had withdrawn the 
name of Harold E. Stassen. 
Actually the colorful New York­ 
er’s nomination came by unami- 
mous vote after he had demon­ 
strated unprec*iented strength on 
the first ballot over six other con- 
; tenders for the nomination. Gov­ 
ernor Dewey polled 434 votes on 
the first ballot to 224 for Senator 
i Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, his near­ 
est competitor, with former Gov­ 
ernor Harold E. Stassen trailing in 
thud place with 157 votes. Senator 
Arthur Vandenburg, of Michigan, 
polled 62; Senator Raymond Bald­ 
win, of Connecticut, 19; Speaker 
Joe Martin, of Massachusetts, lfij 
Cairoll Reese, of Tennessee, chair­ 
man of the GOP national commit­ 
tee, 15; 
General of the 
Array 
Douglas McArthur, 11; Governor 
Dwight Green, of Illinois, 56; Gov­ 
ernor Alfred E. Driscoll, of New 
Jersey, 35; Governor Earl Warren, 
of California, 59, and Congressman 
Everett M. Dirksen, of Illinois, 1. 
Governor Dewey won the nomi­ 
nation because he had the best or­ 
ganisation, because his opposition 
underestimated his strength and 
despite the fact it broke a Repub­ 
lican party precedent of never 
having nominated a losing candi- 
date.

Customs Officers 
Use Mirrors for 
Smuggler Search 


NEW 
YORK.—Day 
and 
night, 
squads 
of 
armed 
men 
carrying 
fl sh Ugli ts 
and 
pocket 
mirrors 
swarm aboard ships entering New 
York harbor. 
The alert, eagle eyed men of the 
United States customs enforcement 
division don't carry the glassware 
from milady’s bag to use in comb­ 
ing their hair or prettying their 
features. Pocket mirrors are stand­ 
ard equipment in the grim, unre­ 
lenting war on narcotic smuggling. 
Placed 
strategically, 
a 
mirror 
shows up what may be ingeniously 
hidden behind a lavatory washbowl, 
a seam an’s bunk, or in the machin­ 
ery of the ship's intricate engine 
room. 
Vigilance of these customs offi­ 
cers has paid off handsomely. 
In 
the last year they’ve confiscated 
contraband drugs valued at several 
million dollars in the illicit market, 
said 
Harry 
M. 
Durning, 
United 
States customs 
collector for the 
New York port. 
N.Y. a “Hot’' Port 
New York, in law enforcement 
parlance, is a 
“hot” port—about 
the hottest in the world. 
International smugglers halve re­ 
newed efforts to penetrate port sur­ 
veillance with narcotics for Ameri­ 
can dope peddling rings. 
History, 
said veteran port officials, is re­ 
peating itself. A postwar resurgence 
of narcotic smuggling is com par­ 
able to the one after World War I. 
Collector Durning attributes the 
alarming increase to a breakdown 
of prewar safeguards abroad, world­ 
wide unrest and unsettled economic 
conditions and the age old desire 
for quick, high profits. 
In tightening their vigil against 
smuggling, 
customs 
officers 
pay 
particular 
attention 
to 
all 
ships 
coming from French and Mediter­ 
ranean ports. 
That's where, they 
said, most shipments of illicit drugs 
originate. 
Ships from Britain and Ireland, 
the officers said, seldom figure in 
drug smuggling. 
Always suspect, 
however, said Herman Lipski, chief 
of the United States customs en­ 
forcement 
division, 
are 
v e s s e ls 
coming from Naples, Genoa. M ar­ 
seille, Le Havre and Antwerp. 
Seize Big Catch 
Lipski’s men recently scored their 
biggest catch of the year when they 
discovered narcotics valued at one 
million dollars 
secreted 
about 
a 
ship from Le Havre. 
One bundle of drugs was found in 
the ship’s galley at the bottom of a 
full barrel of flour. Another batch, 
encased in a waterproof bag, re­ 
posed in a soup tureen full of water. 
Other packages were discovered in­ 
side the lining of the ship’s oven 
and in a box of sea biscuits. 
Another recent haul came when 
shore patrol officers u.«der Durning 
raided the basement of a dingy 
water front tenem it. 
They found 
36 ounces of narcotics and com­ 
plete equipment for testing, diluting 
and preparing drugs for illicit sale 
to addicts. 
In a drainpipe In the basement 
they found $18,000 in cash and a 
pistol. From a man caught fleeing 
the basement they confiscated four 
more ounces of drugs. Total value 
cf the catch was placed at $200,000.

AILING HOUSE

QUESTION: 
We 
have 
knotty 
pine walls in our living room, which 
have had an application of a pene­ 
tratin g wax. W hat can we use that 
would give a smooth, dull gloss, and 
th a t would protect the wood? 


ANSW ER: 
The 
m aterial 
that 
you used is intended for just that 
purpose. If more of a sheen is de­ 
sired, the walls should be given a 
thin, even coat of paste wax, allow­ 
ed to dry for 20 minutes or so, and 
then rubbed well with soft, dean 
cloths. The smoothness of the finish 
depends entirely on the sanding and 
rubbing done on the surface of the 
wood before any finish is applied. 


QUESTION: 
We 
have 
sanded 
our floors, put on one coat of shel­ 
lac, and two coats of varnish. The 
floor is slightly rough; how can we 
make it smooth without redoing it? 


ANSW ER: 
Go over the 
rough 
places with a handful of fine steel 
wool moistened 
with 
turpentine. 
This will dull the finish, but you 
can touch it up with a little var­ 
nish.

Listed below are 
some of the safety rules recom ­ 
mended by the National

council. 
Do not use home-made electric 
fence controllers; they are not safe. 
No fence 
should 
be energized 
from any electric source except 
through an approved 
controller, 
one that meets the safety stan­ 
dards of a recognized agency. It is 
important that the 
controller Is 
properly installed with good ground 
and lightning protection. 
Do not tam per with the control­ 
ler. If it need? servicing return it to 
the manufacturer or have repairs 
made by a factory-authorized rep- 
resentative. 
Teach children not to tam per or 
play with an electric fence. 
Avoid locating an electric fence 
where the charged wire and a good 
ground such as a pipe line, pump, 
stock tank, pond, irrigation ditch. 
or other normally wet ground can 
be contacted at the same time. 
identify electric fences, especial­ 
ly those rea r buildings, property 
lines, or roads 
with 
prominent 
signs. 
Provide insulated gate grips for 
opening and closing gates.

Still No Peace 


F o r a 
little while the dove of 
peace 
drifted 
over 
Palestine 
on 
f ray ed and w eary wing as Arab and 
Isra eli 
a rm ie s 
were 
observing, 
m o r e or less loosely, a four-week 
tru c e in the w ar for possession of 
the Holy Land. 


At best the United Nations-super- 
vised truce a g r e e m e n t w as a fret­ 
ful and uneasy affair. 
Before the 
four-week 
mediation 
period 
was 
two d a y s old both Arabs and Je w s 
had 
begun 
charging 
eac h 
other 
with violations of the pact. 


Count 
Folke 
Bernadotte, 
U N. 
tr u ce negotiator, was investigating 
the accusations, but it looked very 
m u c h 
as though another security 
council c e a s e f i r e order might go 
unloved, unhonored and unobeyed. 


Actually, it is difficult to see how 
any 
synthetically 
imposed 
truce 
could succeed in Palestine. 
There 
a r e no basic grounds upon which 
a genuine interruption of hostilities 
could rest. Both sides profess mili­ 
tary proficiency and the ability to 
ke ep on fighting and winning. 


And, m o r e important, each side is 
fan atically opposed to modifying its 
d e m a n d s : 
Israel is de te rmined to 
retain its sovereignty and to have 
unlimited im migra tio n of Jew s into 
the state. 
The Arabs are just as 
d ete rm ined 
to eras e the state of 
Israel from the map. 


Thus, there is little confidence in 
the 
security 
council’s 
truce 
plan 
and its power to effect peace. 
And 
th at p essim ism was heightened by 
the knowledge that no I' N. cease­ 
fire edict has worked >et. 


Aside from the seriousness of the 
struggle for Palestine itself, deep­ 
est significance of the affair lay in 
the fact that it is raising once more 
the old 
question 
of whether any 
world peace organization of nations 
ev er can succeed in the task it sets 
for itself—the m ainte nance of peace 
and order on earth. 


P re s su re of world opinion-—which 
is all the U N. security council can 
bring to bear, lacking both military 
teeth and the power to bring eco­ 
nomic sanctions against offending 
nations—appa rently is not going to 
be enough, at least in the case of 
Palestine. 
One 
inference 
which 
m a y 
be 
drawn is that the U.N. will need 
more power of one kind or another 
before it can prevail against the 
fetish of blind, militant nationalism 
that has hurled the world into two 
m a j o r w ars alr eady in this century.

the world s airpower; 90 per cent of 
its naval tonnage;

“The Ace of Spades: Productive 
power. 
Despite the tangle on t a r ­ 
iffs and currencies, these d e m o c ­ 
racies outproduce the rest of the 
world. 
Think what they could do 
with a free flow of trade si m ila r to 
that among our own states! 
“The Ace of Diamonds: R a w m a ­ 
terial power. 
No need of se p a ra te 
stockpiling of essentials. These n a­ 
tions w’ould produce 50 to 90 per 
cent of most of them, 
"The Ace of Hea rts: Moral power. 
This union would unite all lands 
towards which the rest of hum anity 
has looked for refuge from o p p res­ 
sion and leadership toward liberty. 
Nothing can appeal to men so d e e p ­ 
ly as can individual fr eedom —and 
to back it up with every ace is to

Customs Officers 
Use Mirrors for 
Smuggler Search 


NEW 
YORK.—Day 
and 
night, 
squads 
of 
armed 
men 
carrying 
fl sh lig h ts 
and 
pocket 
mirrors 
swarm aboard ships entering New 
York harbor. 
The alert, eagle eyed men of the 
United States customs enforcement 
division don't carr:' the glassware 
from milady’s bag to use in com b­ 
ing their hair or prettying their 
features. Pocket mirrors are stand­ 
ard equipment in the grim, unre­ 
lenting war on narcotic smuggling. 
Placed 
strategically, 
a 
mirror 
shows up what may be ingeniously 
hidden behind a lavatory washbowl, 
a seam an’s bunk, or in the m achin­ 
ery of the ship s intricate engine 
room. 
Vigilance of these customs offi­ 
cers has paid off handsomely. 
In 
the last year they’ve confiscated 
contraband drugs valued at several 
million dollars in the illicit market, 
said 
Harry 
M. 
Durning. 
United 
States customs 
collector for 
the 
New York port. 
N.Y. a “Hot" Port 
New York, in law enforcement 
parlance, is a 
“hot" port—about 
the hottest in the world. 
International smugglers have re­ 
newed efforts to penetrate port sur­ 
veillance with narcotics for Ameri­ 
can dope peddling rings. 
History, 
said veteran port officials, is re­ 
peating itself. A postwar resurgence 
of narcotic smuggling is com par­ 
able to the one after World War I. 
Collector Durning attributes the 
alarm ing increase to a breakdown 
of prew ar safeguards abroad, world­ 
wide unrest and unsettled economic 
conditions and the age old desire 
for quick, high profits. 
In tightening their vigil against 
smuggling, 
customs 
officers 
pay 
particular 
attention 
to 
all 
ships 
coming from French and Mediter­ 
ranean ports. 
That’s where, they 
said, most shipments of illicit drugs 
originate. 
Ships from Britain and Ireland, 
the officers said, seldom figure in 
drug smuggling. 
Always suspect, 
however, said Herman Lipski, chief 
of the United States customs en­ 
forcement 
division, 
are 
v e s s e l s 
coming from Naples, Genoa. M ar­ 
seille. Le Havre and Antwerp. 
Seiie Big Catch 
Lipski’s men recently scored their 
biggest catch of the year when they 
discovered narcotics valued at one 
million dollars 
secreted 
about 
a 
ship from Le Havre. 
One bundle of drugs was found in 
the ship's galley at the bottom of a 
full barrel of flour. Another batch, 
encased in a waterproof bag. re­ 
posed in a soup tureen full of water.

They found 
36 ounces of narcotics and com­ 
plete equipment for testing, diluting 
and preparing drugs for illicit sale 
to addicts. 
In a drainpipe in the basement 
they found $18,000 in cash and a 
pistol. From a man caught fleeing 
the basement they confiscated four 
more ounces of drugs. Total value 
cf the catch was placed at $200,000.

Athlete’s Foci 
Ranks Third in 
Skin Disease 


"Few, lf any, pc: pie have escap­ 
ed the inconvenience and the an.

“The infection of athlete’s foot 
is usually gotten directly or indLj 
redly from scmeone else,” Dr. Cox 
says, 
cautioning 
bhat 
the most 
likely places to contract the infec­ 
tion are around bath houses, lock­ 
er rooms, and other public places 
where people go barefo t. 
“It is probable that at least one- 
half of all adults suffer from the 
infection at s me time.

and avoid 
recurrent 
attacks of the disease, Dr. Cox em­ 
phasized drying carefully between 
the toes; 
use cf a mild alcoholic 
solution on these areas after dry-!

powder in the socks and the sh es; 
and wearing socks that are absor­ 
bent but not coarse. 
"Ill fitting shoes are often the 
s ut ce of athlete’s foot,” Dr. Cox 
warns. 
“Shoes that rub and chafe, 
should be corrected or discarded.” !

Electric Fence May Kill; 
Safety Precautions Listed 
Electric fences take their toll of 
human lives every year. Most vic­ 
tims are children. Also, many ani­ 
mals are killed. Listed below are 
some of the safety rules recom­ 
mended by the National 
Safety 
council. 
Do not use home-made electric 
fence controllers; they are not safe. 
No fence 
should 
be energized 
from any electric source except 
through an approved 
controller, 
one that meets the safety stan­ 
dards of a recognized agency. It is 
important 
that the controller is 
properly installed with good ground 
and lightning protection. 
Do not tam per with the control­ 
ler. If it needs servicing return it to 
the m anufacturer or have repairs 
made by a factory-author-zed rep- 
lesentative. 
Teach children not to tam per or 
play with an electric fence. 
Avoid locating an electric fence 
where the charged wire and a g o 'd 
ground such os a pipe line. pump, 
stock tank, pond, irrigation ditch. 
or oilier normally wet ground can 
be eontacted at the same time. 
Identify electric fences, especial­ 
ly those near buildings, property 
lines, or roads 
with 
prominent 
signs. 
P.ovide insulated gate g r ip s for 
opening and closing gates.
